More On ‘‘Blue Goop’’ 


To: Mr. Harold Shipley 


Dear Harold; 

Dave Brennan has passed your letter 
along to me to compose an answer to 
your question RE: Blue Goop. Specifi- 
cally, ‘‘What in tarnashun does the 
copper metal do in the way of removing 
more of the same from our barrels?”’ I’ve 
been asked this about 76315 times and 
| resent the doubting looks | usually get 
back. 

Now good old Dave intimated he might 
print my answer. If he does, maybe 
people will just use the stuff and be happy 
they have a copper remover that works 
as fast as it does. So maybe its worth the 
effort to try to explain a little chemistry. 
If I'm unable to make myself understood 
my apologies are extended in advance. | 
will try to describe the process so that a 
chemistry degree is not required of the 
audience. 

A small amount of background is in 
order. | guess all of us know that Hoppe’s 
No. 9 will remove copper fouling but it 
takes up to two weeks to complete the 
job. For purposes of this discussion, 
copper can be considered to exist in three 
forms. Metallic copper, monovalent 
copper and divalent copper. Metallic 
copper has all the required electrons in 
their various shells, monovalent copper is 
short one electron, and divalent copper is 
short two electrons. They are repre- 
sented as Cu°® to indicate the electrical 
neutrality of metallic copper, as Cu+ to 
indicate the shortage of one electron and 
as Cu+ + to indicate the shortage of two 
electrons. 

Now the reason for all this geleider- 
frankeri is that it is necessary to un- 
derstand how copper is removed and why 
Blue Goop is satisfactorily fast while 
Hoppe’s is slow and ammonia by itself 
takes damn near forever. 

As the copper lays in the barrel

screwing up Our groups (excuse no. 317) 
it exists in the form Cu®° and in that form 
it is, for our purposes, insoluble. We can 
knock some of it loose mechanically with 
a bristle brush particularly from bore 
surfaces that have just the right texture. 
However any copper that has adhered 
strongly enough to resist the brush must 
be removed by dissolving it. Fortunately 
for gun nuts, mother nature provided us 
with the means. That is why | talked 
about valences and all those impressive 
+’s and °’s. 

The essence of our good fortune is that 
Cu+ and Cu++ are soluble. So what? 
I'll tell you so what. That’s what Hoppe’s 
and Blue Goop do. They convert Cu° to 
Cu-+ soit is soluble. When it is dissolved, 
it wipes out of the bore zip! The important 
difference between the two cleaners is 
that one is fast enough to be useful 
between benchrest matches. 

Mother nature arranged it so that when 
we bring Cu+ + in contact with Cu° we 
get two Cu+'’s, both soluble. That’s 
right. The metallic copper is changed to 
a soluble form. The dear girl also ar- 
ranged it so that the particular process 
proceeds very rapidly. Too bad for us that 
Hoppe’s is too slow for between match 
use. 

So finally to get to the damn point. The 
copper wire or jackets are put in the mix 
to provide Cu+ +’s. The way it works is 
this. The hydrogen peroxide is there to 
raise the wire, Cu°, to Cu+ +. The only 
function the ammonia has is to keep the 
Cu+-+ in a complex that allows a large 
amount of it to stay in solution. When the 
color of the solution reaches a deep blue, 
that means that a lot of copper is dis- 
solved. It’s there as good old Cu++ 
which dissolves metallic copper very 
quickly and will not attack steel or 
Stainless steel. 

To reemphasize, it is the Cu++ that 
does the work. The ammonia is only a 
means of holding the Cu+ + in solution. 
I've been asked, ‘‘Why not just use 
ammonia and hydrogen peroxide?’’ It 
does work. My impression is that is is 
slower so | stick to Blue Goop. 

Another beneficial thing | found, to my 
good fortune, at the IBS Nationals, was 
that B.G. dissolves that tight collar | was 
getting just in front of the throat. | was 
using N201 and it sure works better with 
that collar removed. | suppose the collar 
is composed of water soluble material. 
About four strokes is all it takes. 


I’m enclosing copies of the B.G. in- 
structions that I’ve been passing out to 
people who ask. They're pretty boiled 
down but they will not get anyone into 
trouble. 

You may be interested to know that | 
laid that B.G. information on Fletcher in 
about 1976 at a Super Shoot. | wrote a 
bunch of jass out by hand. Alabor | abhor. 
| felt like a big ole hero. The agreement 
between Fletch and myself was that, if | 
would do all that work so he could clean 
his damn gun, he would see that it got 
published. Then | wouldn’t have to work, 
never again. Now in January 83 P.S. you 
will note he proved that his word is his 
bond. That sand lapper never gives up. 
| guess that’s one of the reasons he 
shoots so well. 

| hope this sheds more light than 
confusion on the subject. If anyone does 
find it confusing, they can just hum alittle 
tune and not worry about understanding 
it. It works. No argument about that. Use 
it. And have a clean barrel.

Preparation of Blue Goop 


3/4 of a qt of 28% Ammonia 


2 to 4 Tablespoons of 
2% Hydrogen Peroxide 


10 inches No. 14 
copper wire or 
equivalent jackets 


1 qt bottle 


Cap lightly. Gas may need to escape. 
Agitate moderately with cap loose. 


After an hour or two it will be a deep blue 
and be ready to use. 

After one week, remove copper from 
solution. 


The solution is poisonous. Don't get it on 
your sandwich. 


Blue Goop — How to Use 
(for copper removal) 


1. Clean gun normally and dry out with 
patches. 

2. Soak patch with B.G. Make several 
passes thru bore. 

3. Re-wet patch with B.G. and add a 
couple of drops of hydrogen peroxide. 

4. Make 3 or 4 passes thru bore. 

5. Repeat steps 3 and 4 about 3 times. 
This will remove jacket fouling very 
rapidly. | doubt if it effects powder 
fouling. Note: Some powder fouling is 
removed. 


6. Dry the barrel and coat the interior 
with Hoppes No. 9 (light coat).

Case Measuring Tool 


The growing interest and attention to 
the reloading companents we are using 
makes the Allen & Son Case Measuring 
Tool a timely find. Allen & Son Gunworks 
of Los Angeles have had an ad in these 
pages over the past several months. 
They offer, in addition to the case 
checker, other items of interest and in- 
formation about these products can be 
had by sending a 40¢ stamped, self- 
addressed business envelope to the 
address listed in their ad. 

The case measuring tool has been 
changed very slightly. Our sample does 
not use the micrometer head for case wall 
thickness checks but uses a one ten

thousands dial indicator for all opera- 
tions. | consider this a major improve- 
ment because it removes possible human 
error checks on case wall thickness and 
variation. 

This jig arrived in a well packed 
package. With it was a detailed in- 
struction sheet, three curved mandrels, 
two straight mandrels and a dial indi- 
cator. Three allen wrenches are required 
to set up each of the detailed checks on 
a case, 3/32”, 9/64” and 3/16”. 

The base of the tool is 534” x 22” x %4” 
and is surface ground steel which is 
heavy enough to. stay put when in 
operation. The dial indicator has a good 


size and easy to read dial face 2%” in 
diameter. Total travel of the dial plunger 
is .300”. Dial indicators have rather weak 
return springs and because of the ap- 
plication of this indicator, an additional 
spring has been added to the stem to 
assure perfect repeatability during use. 
One rotation of the dial needle equals 
.010” and a smaller dial registers rota- 
tions. The dial indicator proved to be 
perfect for this application and easy to 
read during each operation. 

The three curved mandrels are each 
marked on the bottom end and are 
supplied for checking 222 Rem up 
through 6 x 47 and other cases with this

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smaller head, another for the 22 PPC, 
6MM PPC and 6 BR. A third fits cases of 
7MM and up to 30-06 and other longer 
cases. 

There is a bushing supplied to adapt 
mandrels to the base holes. In addition, 
there are two straight mandrels with 
different diameters to check neck wall 
thickness up to thirty caliber. Work- 
manship is flawless throughout and it 
does a perfect job when properly used. It 
offers the capability of checking case wall 
variations from web to shoulder, neck 
wall uniformity, case head flatness, case 
and neck runout and loaded round bullet 
runout. | found that | could also check 
bullet roundness and case length. 

For the very best results at the outset 
the instructons which come with the 
checker should be followed to the letter. 
In addition and most important, it should 
be kept in mind that any time the case is 
moving or is held with finger pressure 
(other than case, necks or bullet runout 
checks) the dial indicator is reading in 
error. The additional spring on the stem 
of the indicator will hold the same 
pressure on the case and therefore offers 
a perfect reading in .0001’’. If we desire 
the best accuracy from this jig we must 
assure ourselves that no other pressures 
are being introduced. Also, we must 
tighten all allen screws and the thumb 
screw on the post support of the dial 
indicator so that there will be no 
movement. When tightening the screw 
which holds the indicator for wall thick- 
ness checks, care should be given not 
overtighten to a point where collapsing 
the indicator stem might take place which 
will damage the indicator beyond normal 
repair. 


Photo #1 illustrates the case checker 
ready to check a 22 PPC case wall 
thickness and uniformity. The No. Il 
curved mandrel is installed and the ad- 
justable sleeve set to check the mid point 
of the case body. The case is rotated with 
the fingers about 15-20 degrees, finger 
pressure removed and a reading taken. 
This is continued until a complete rota- 
tion of the case has taken place. It was 
found that after a few minutes of practice 
a case could be checked in about ten 
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seconds. By adjusting the sleeve up or 
down, the case wall thickness can be 
checked out from web to shoulder. The 
true thickness of the case wall can be 
established at any point if the instructions 
are followed closely. The addition of the 
spring on the indicator stem makes es- 
tablished a true zero indication very easy. 

Photo #2 has the case checker set up 
for neck thickness and uniformity checks. 
The correct mandrel for the caliber is 
installed. Although the indicator was not 
properly zeroed for this photo, it would 
have shown the true thickness of the 
neck. Again, the case is rotated 15-20 
degrees and a reading made. While 


making this check on some virgin brass 
that had been trimmed to length and the 
necks turned, | found one case which had 
not been neck turned anywhere near the

desired thickness, so this check is a valid 
one while checking necks after or during 
turning and does it quickly. The degree of 
runout of virgin brass neck thickness can 
of course be made before neck turning. 


Photo #3 has the case set up for case 
squareness checks. The case neck is 
supported on a hardened ball fitted into 
the base. The upper part of the case body 
is supported by two smaller steel balls in 
the top of the fixture. The top of the 
fixture is made up of two pieces, one to 
adjust height and the other to align the 
case to the vertical position. The fact that 
the indicator jumps around a bit as the 
case is rotated offers no problem in 
obtaining a true reading of case head out 
of squareness. This check will quickly 
check virgin case head squareness as 


well as fired cases and can also identify 
bolt faces that are not square or possibly 
locking lugs that are not making perfect 
contact.

Lastly, photo #4 is the checker set up 
for bullet runout. The same basic set up 
is used for case and neck runout checks. 
Here we can take readings while the case 
or cartridge is being turned because it is 
perfectly supported in the deep ‘‘V”’ at 
one end of the base. 

| found two additional checks were 
possible although not brought up in the 
instruction sheet. First, case length 
uniformity can be checked at the same 
time head squareness is being checked 
and second, the roundness of a bullet 
cam be checked in the ‘V’”’ and in the 
same manner as in other runout checks.

One major test of a testing jig of this 
sort is it’s repeatability, the ability to 
obtain the same reading each time the 
same case is checked. This proved to be 
completely acceptable and there was no 
change in readings during second 
checks. To carry this check further, | had 
checks made by someone not experi- 
enced with .0001”, in this case my bride 
of thirty-two years, Connie, with the 
same desirable results. Further, my 
machinist shooting buddy Marty Col- 
ombo ran further checks on my results 
and with the same excellent outcome. | 
can safely say that our case checking 
results were all within .0001”, a most 
acceptable tolerance. 

Since the allen screws throughout the 
jig are going to be under continuous use, 
it is important to use good, square ended 
allen wrenches. In addition, we should 
make sure that the allen wrench is fully 
bottomed in the allen screws. The results 
will be no damaged allen screws and long 
trouble-free service from the case 
checker.

Single Shot Update 


Tim Bolinger 


Contrary to our editor’s pessimistic 
suspicions, his single-shot editor has not 
gone out and expired. My writing has 
unfortunately had to suffer a bit, because 
we have been up to our ears in work at 
MATCO, and in addition to trying to keep 
up with benchrest barrel work, | do have 
a couple of single shot projects started 
for PRECISION SHOOTING. 

A quick call from Norm Fillinger 
prompted this quick note: The Coors 
Second Annual National Championship 
Schuetzen Match will be held at Golden, 
Colorado on July 23-30, 1983. The sum 
of $2.00, sent to Schuetzen Match, 
Adolph Coors Company, Mail No. 201, 
Golden, Colorado 80401 will get you a 
pre-registration package. This year’s 
match will be limited to 160 entries, and 
I'm sure that an early return of your 
registration application will be needed to 
assure yourself of a spot on the firing line. 

Here are some other dates that will see 
shoulder to shoulder single-shot matches 
this year. Beeson’s Rifle Range (Indiana), 
May 27-29, July 8-10, and September 
2-4; Western New York Schuetzen So- 
ciety April 23-24, July 23-24, and Sep- 
tember 24-25; and the Pioneer Gun Club 
(Kansas City) May 14-15. For more 
complete information and other dates, 
contact Rudi Prusok, ASSRA, 625 Pine 
Street, Marquette, Michigan 49855. 
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Now an interesting bit from South 
Dakota. Dean Miller phoned me in late 
December, and we discussed the 
deHaas-Miller single shot action in some 
length. (Reference: see chapter 52 in 
SINGLE SHOT RIFLES, a DBI book by 
Frank deHaas). Dean has built approxi- 
mately 40 rifles on this action, and his 
statement that ‘‘l think its time has come’”’ 
is correct. Recently, | received one from 
him with serial No. 5 on it. Even though 
it was made up from parts, the work- 
manship is on a par with the very finest 
benchrest actions and gunsmithing. 
Advanced as it may be, it is still a true 
classic dropping block single shot action. 
The lock time seems to be equal to the 
best bolt actions, and a Canjar set trigger 
allows either the light set, or a very crisp 
1% pound standard pull. This is a very 
compact action, with no projections fore 
or aft .... which alleviates some of the 
complications caused by the Ruger tangs 
and forearm hanger. A more detailed 
explanation and pictures will follow when 
we have had a chance to fit a couple of 
these with barrels and try them out on the 
range. 

The lure of experimentation developed 
by this renewed interest in Shuetzen 
shooting is turning on a number of ex- 
perienced benchrest shooters; and being 
somewhat prejudiced in thinking that the

developers of all, | am sure that we will 
shortly see the accuracy of plain-base 
lead bullets improve.

POTPOURRI

Have had several good letters recently, 
some of them long, some short, but all of 
them with some points of value, and | 
thought that I’d cheat a bit, and steal the 
good points out of several of them. 

First of all, had an extremely interesting 
letter from Phil Sauer (2481 Edsel Drive, 
Trenton, Michigan 48183) who has a 
computer set up to calculate, the various 
ways a given barrel blank can be cut to 
meet any weight inherently possible and 
legal, depending on the dimensions of the 
original blank. 

The program is written in basic, and 
therefore should be useful to the maxi- 
mum number of rifle nuts. Phil has used 
this method of designing a blank cutting 
schedule to bring rifle weights out pre- 
cisely at a desired weight with consid- 
erable satisfaction. It produces tables in 
which the gunmaker can see at a glance 
exactly what overall lengths of barrel can 
be cut out of the blank while staying at 
the desired weight. 

If you're into the computer thing, and 
you would like a copy of the program, 
which is sort of awesome, drop me a line, 
and we'll send you a photostat of the two 
pages. | dropped Phil a line, and related 
that his program was truly incredible 
(which means that it was beyond the 
editor’s ability to understand), but | hes- 
itated to print it, because | was sure that 
he would be getting all sorts of off-the- 
wall inquiries about barrel weights. 

Phil's reply was: ‘‘With reference to my 
barrel weight calculation program, | be- 
lieve that | bargained for helping the 
fraternity get their weights right. It only 
takes about two and a half minutes to 
enter and run, so | certainly don’t mind 
that. If anyone wants the service, they 


should provide a self-addressed and 
stamped envelope and all the dimen- 
sional info required. Here is what | need: 

All dimensions are to be taken from 
polished blank (polishing removes en- 
ough weight to introduce a significant 
error). Overall length of blank. Length of 
cylindrical section at rear of blank. 
Muzzle diameter. Bore diameter. Major 
thread diameter, thread length, cartridge 
head diameter, cartridge shoulder di- 
ameter, neck diameter, cartridge body 
length (remember to subtract the depth of 
the recess in the bolt face), shoulder 
length (parallel to the bore), neck length, 
weight of polished blank, desired weight 
of finished barrel. | can arrange to be 
pretty uncommunicative about requests 
that don’t include the above info, so don't 
let concern for my inconvenience keep 
you from publishing.” 

On to a recent letter from Tim Bolinger 
of MATCO. Tim just got his hands on two 
interesting old rifle books, The Modern 
Rifle-Exterior Ballistics by F. P. Babbitt 
(1917), and Methods in Exterior Ballistics 
by Forest Ray Moulton (1926). In one of 
these (Tim isn’t specific which one), 
chapter 13 explains the change in wind 
drift as the rotation of the bullet is re- 
versed. A left wind on a projectile with a 
right hand rotation causes less drift than 
a right wind. | doubt if it’s enough to 
consider, but it’s apparently a fact. 

Mike Walker’s interview in the De- 
cember issue was interesting; I’m glad to 
see that some individuals are sitting 
down and doing some thinking on what 
places to look to for meaningful im- 
provements in equipment, such as Mike’s 
opinions on bullet jacket material.

At Case Design

The writer for popular newstand-type 
shooting magazines (you know the kind 
.... With the lead article for the month 
splashed all over the cover: IS THE 
.30-30 OKAY FOR MOOSE??) that has a 
contract to furnish ‘‘X’’ number of pages 
of words each month, to sandbag the 
readers with, will one day find that the 
words are not there today .. . . or if they 
are there, they won't come out right. 

At 70, going on 71 years of age, this old 
man has not yet reached this spot. He still 
has lots of words .... doubt if there is 
time enough left me to make this writing 
machine cough them all out. 

The writers described above usually 
get two months copy out of any given 
subject. First time around he tellsus.... 
the day of wildcats is over, the factories 
have covered everything. About six 
months later, with deadline time for the 
mag rapidly approaching, and fresh out of 
any constructive ideas, he takes a deep 
breath, hopes that the dunderheads out 
there in the boondocks have short 
memories, sits down at the typewriter 
and begins to pick out the incredible news 
about a NEW WILDCAT. All one has to 
do is open the 8mm Remington Magnum 
to .375 caliber .... and The Promised 
Land is here! If the magazine reader 
should check the print of this new Pro- 
mised Land Special, and then check a 
print of a .375 Weatherby, even just a 
beginning gun enthusiast will look 
around, sort of puzzled, and say to 
himself, ‘Now, what the h---’’.

“Okay” .... and that 
was all. He never used that soldering iron 
again though.

Our people that turn cases 
should be able to turnout an acceptable 
case with a fraction of the die cost that 
is now only putting money into the 
pockets of toolmakers. 

Many of us will remember the con- 
troversy in a certain era of bye-gone 
years... . when our vocal brethern were

When he retired, Ed bought 
a camper, and toured the country with his 
wife. Every range he stopped at, if they 
were holding a match, Ed cleaned up with 
that darn barrel. . . .shooting bullets that 
miked at .2238.

Had a group of good shooters in this 
area, all related, several years ago. They 
bought R.W.S. primers at $6.00 per 
thousand and absolutely insisted that 
they were better than anything else. Told 
the six fellows, ‘‘prove it’. We all have 
6-250’s, all interchange fired cases. You 
load the cartridges .... some with 
R.W.S. primers, some with Remington 
primers... .butin this test, | will load the 


guns. The Remington primed cases made 
considerably smaller groups in this little 
test .... but the group told me that the 
test was unfair, because they didn’t know 
which ammo was which, so they could 
not do their best. Sorry fellows .... 
argument just ain’t logical .... 

In a hot-stove league argument, Har- 
vey Miller points out to me the fact that 
Walt Berger, a top shot, is still using the 
.222 Remington case. Point that out to 
PPC shooters and their rebuttal is that 
Walt is a heck of a good shot. | guess their 
implication is that Walt would do better 
yet with a PPC. 

As a group, we worked with the .222 
Remington for many years. In my shop 
are chambering reamers for four different 
neck wall sizes. Ditto for .222 Remington 
Magnum. | myself dropped the Mag case 
for my own use after some 400-600 shots 
.... because of wild variations in neck 
wall size, from side to side. Few of our 
people turned necks in those days.

Thought you might be interested in 
these two cartridges, since you ran the 
article on the shortened PPC. 

_| have had these in the development 
stage for the last couple of years. The 
prototype on the 6mm was done with a 
240 Cobra reamer, and the 22 with a 22 
ppc run in .100 short. 

| have always felt that the ppc was too 
large even in 6mm, and that it certainly 
was in 22 cal. | also felt that the case 
should have a 35 degree shoulder with 
very minimum body taper, and a longer 
neck. 

| came up with cartridges that were 
.100 shorter in the body, with .0047 taper 
per inch, a 35 degree shoulder, and a 
neck that is .50 longer. 

These have been shooting really well 
for us around here, and | feel sure they 
are going to help our fouling problems. If 
you will think back, we really did not have 
much fouling until everyone got on the 
ppc bandwagon. 

Velocity is a little slower, but not too

THE CASE FOR CAST BULLETS 


by Robert N. Sears 


| shot my first benchrest at Johnstown, 
New York on Labor Day weekend 1951. 
No one thought of using cast bullets. The 
.219 Donaldson Wasp with the 55-gr. 
Sierra bullet was the favored load. 

A few of us did question Harvey 
Donaldson's choice. As a master of cast 
bullet Schuetzen rifles, he could have 
been expected to use a .32-40 Ballard. 
Harvey responded, ‘‘Mister, if | thought 
for one minute that falling-block rifles with 
cast bullets would begin to shoot as well 
as the .22 cal. jacketed bullets we have 
now | would sure be using them.”’ As far 
as | know, cast bullets have never been 
used in NBRSA of IBS competition. 

While jacketed bullets have surpassed 
all accuracy records set with cast bullets, 
interest in using cast bullets in rifles has 
never died. Cast bullets provide economy 
as well as increased shooter involvement 
in producing his own ammunition. Those 
who buy jacketed bullets merely 
assemble components produced by 
others. Shooters who cast their own 
bullets make the most important 
component themselves. 

The best known cast bullet accuracy 


records were set around the turn of the 
century. Until recently, attempts to 
duplicate these small groups with cast 
bullets have been unsuccessful. Of 
course, only the best of the early groups 
were recorded; the thousands of poor 
targets discarded and forgotten have 
obscured the fact that most were very 
mediocre indeed. Also, it is not generally 
realized that the splendid groups re- 
corded around the turn of the century 
were fired with the cast bullet breech 
seated in front of the cartridge case. 
Attempts to achieve the same good re- 
sults with the cast bullet fixed in the 
cartridge case have generally been dis- 
appointing. 

All this changed with formation of the 
Cast Bullet Association which has held 
national competitions since 1977. More 
unfortunate cast bullet folklore and my- 
thology has been dispelled since then and 
better results achieved than over the 
preceding 50 years. Competition under 
Cast Bullet Association rules which re- 
quire that the bullet be fixed in the 
cartridge case has separated the wheat 
from the chaff rather quickly. 

The renowned cast bullet records set 
near the turn of the century were fired 
with .32-40, .38-55 and other cartridges 
originally designed for black powder. 
Those cartridges were successfully used 
with smokeless powder although the 
lower volume of smokeless left the case 
much less well filled. Random positioning 
of the powder in the case gives variations 
in ignition and velocity which are trans- 
lated to the bullet’s point of impact on the 
target. These variations are largely 
overcome by seating a card wad over the 
powder charge to keep it at the rear of the 
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case, but this adds a component and a 
step to the loading procedure. Wads have 
also ringed the chambers of some fine old 
rifles. 

Model 1885 Winchester, Stevens 44¥2 
and other original Schuetzen rifles 
chambered for black powder cartridges 
should be kept in their original condition. 
They are now much too valuable to alter. 
The American Single Shot Rifle Asso- 
ciation deserves much credit for pre- 
serving these rifles and the historic 
traditions of their use.

Attached are a couple of photos of a 
lead holder for rifle stocks which you can 
use to change the weight and balance of 
a rifle stock. 

The O.D. of the aluminum tube is % of 
an inch, with either 032 or 060 wall 
thickness. The length is up to you; 
whatever you choose for that particular 
rifle and application. 

| pour a mold of lead in a piece of pipe 
or something oversize. | then turn the 
lead to a size that will slip into the % inch 
aluminum tube easily. Then | drill and tap 
a hole in both ends of the lead to hold a 
screw that will have a sharp point, and a 
nut to adjust the length of the screws. 
This is so that when the top of the 
aluminum tube is on tight, the lead will not 
move around in the stock. It doesn’t have 
to be hard tight, just finger tight. 

The top of the lead holder can be any 
size over %, as long as it can hold the cap 
on. You will notice that the center of the 
cap has acenter drill init... . that is for 
the lead screw to fit into.

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Dear Dave, 

Since | had no control over the quality 
of the lead wire that | was using in bullet 
making, | built a lead press extruder. Now 
| can control my lead wire up to and 
including the mixtures | want to use or 
experiment with. 

| use a lead pot, and make the mold out 
of two aluminum blocks. | use two Ye 
Dowel pins to line up the center of the 
mold blocks. | took a 23/32 drill and drilled 
it in about three quarters of the way. Then 
ground the drill point flat to finish the 
bottom. | could care less about the finish 
as it does not matter. 

| heat the full pot of lead, and give it a 
good flux. | make my ingots to what! think 
is a good size. When they are cool to the 
touch, | put a lube of 50-50 (by weight) 
lanolin and castor oil on them. Then, 
when cold | put them in a plastic bag to 
keep them free of dust. 

The die and ram are not hard to make. 
| use a 1-Y%-12 tap to make the die body 
threads. The die body is a piece of tool 
steel that is lapped over % size by about 
.002/.003. The ram will come out with a 
twist of the hand. The ram is a % dowel 
pin that is 32 inches long, with the nose 
ground flat. The base has a hole, drilled 
and tapped to hold an allen screw. The 
squirt hole is a .187 (3/16) lapped fine. | 
use it for both .224 and 6mm jackets. The 
big one is for .357 (.38) jackets. 

When | squirt the lead out of the die, | 
have a cloth with that 50-50 lanolin and 
castor oil, which | wipe on the wire as 
soon as | cut it off. Then | wrap the wire 
in paper to keep it free of dust. 

| have used a ten ton jack for over three 
years, with no problems. But | would like 
to go to a fifteen or twenty ton jack, and 
build the press around the jack. If | do 
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that, | will weld, and not bolt, in the 
construction this time. It is important to 
have extra support on top of the press so 
it won't tip. 

| buy lead in big blocks. | also use all 
kinds of pure lead. they all work great, 
and your cost for making bullets will drop. 
Do not use battery lead, as it will only give 
you trouble .... much trouble.

Better cartridge cases are needed for 
cast bullet rifles of current production. A 
smaller capacity case which can be filled 
with smokeless powder to leave little or 
no airspace is the ideal. 

One example is the 7.62 x 42 case 
successfully used by Byron Rodewalt at 
Coors 1982 National Schuetzenfest at 
Golden, Colorado. This long-necked case 
is formed from shortened .30-30 brass 
and is well adapted to single-shot, 
falling-block rifles. Another is the .30 
Remington BR case which has a max- 
imum length of 1.525” and headspaces 
on its 30° shoulder. Being rimless, the .30 
Remington BR is better suited for bolt 
action rifles then rifles of traditional 
single-shot, falling-block design. 

The 7.62 x 42R design shown here is 
my design for a universal cast bullet 
cartridge case. It is equally well adapted 
to traditional single-shot or bolt action 
rifles. The rim is exactly like that of the 
7.62 NATO (.308 Win.) case. It fits

| have encouraged Winchester, 
through its Manager of Component 
Sales, to produce this 7.62 x 45R case. 
| have also proposed a 5.56 x 45R version 
as a .22 cal. target and varmint case. How 
| wish this case had been available 40 
years ago! It has all the versatility and 
other advantages of the 7.62 version. 
Only the neck dimensions differ. The 
economies of production are obvious. | 
fervently hope both versions will be 
offered in ready-to-load condition. Cases 
sold with the intent that the purchaser will 
do his own final forming are the cause of 
much consternation and dissatisfaction. 

Cast bullets have inherent limitations. 
One is velocity. 1500 f.p.s. is a practical 
limit for those with a plain base. Adding 
a gas check increases this to at least 
2000 f.p.s., but only paper-patched 
bullets allow the full velocity given by 
metal jacketed ones. 

Also, the ballistic coefficient of cast 
bullets is limited by practical consider- 
ations. Because they are relatively soft, 
cast bullets require a greater bearing 
length than jacketed ones to be properly 
guided. This leaves less of the total 
bullet’s length available for its head. The 
shorter head length necessarily lowers 
the bullet’s ballistic coefficient. 

Their inherent limitations will probably 
always keep cast bullets in separate 
competitive events for jacketed bullets. 
To many of us the challenge provided by 
these limitations plus the greater per- 
sonal involvement of the shooter in 
producing them makes cast bullet 
shooting all the more enjoyable. 

I'm glad to have been a part of the cast 
Bullet Association and the Coors 
Schuetzen Matches during their forma- 
tive period. In a very real way, it seems 
to relive the pleasant learning experience 
| enjoyed at Johnstown more than 30 
years ago.

KELBLY SUDDENLY RECALLS 


HOW TO 


SHOOT A VARMINT RIFLE 


Phoenix, Arizona. After a week of rain, 
the weather gods decided that enough 
was enough, and the first annual Cactus 
Match, March 5 and 6, was blessed with 
two days of warm, sunny weather. 

When the gunsmoke had cleared, and 
the last target scored, a local shooter, 
Lowell Frei, of St. George, Utah, was the 
big winner. . . . carrying off the 100 yard 
light varmint agg, the light varmint grand 
agg, the two gun award, $713.70 in 
winnings, and five points in PRECISION 
SHOOTING ‘'Benchrest Shooter of the 
Year’ contest. Lowell has been shooting 
for four years, and in 1982 started to put 
it all together, winning the 82 Regionals, 
and was coming off a win in the Arizona 
Sporter Championships last fall. He fired 
one ten and a half pound rifle in both 
classes .... a Hall action, McMillan 
barrel, McMillan stock, and gunsmithed 
by Chuck Miller of Phoenix. There were 
about 1,000 rounds through the barrel at 
the time of the Cactus Shoot, and Lowell 
used a load of 28 grains of H322, behind

Upon 
hearing this, your trusty editor called 
North Lawrence, and mildly inquired of 
George what he had suddenly started 
doing differently, whereupon the fellow 
rather sheepishly admitted to the fact 
that when he changed scopes, suddenly 
he found that he could shoot again! 
George used a .22-45, on a Stolle action 
(naturally!), an H & S barrel, gunsmithed 
by himself, with 24 grains of 4198, his 
own 53 grain bullets, and a Lyman- 
Siebert 30X scope. 

Another local shooter, Bill Fazio and 
his wife, Irene, of LaHabra, California, 
remarked to Walt Berger the day before 
the match that they would be happy to 
just compete against the likes of the 
Fowlers, Halls, Jacksons, Kelblys, etc. 
Not only did they compete, but Irene 
finished 25th in the two gun, Bill won the 
100 yard agg for heavy varmint with a 
.1964 figure, had a grand agg of .2398, 
only .0003 behind Kelbly’s winning .2395. 
That seems to be a little more than ‘‘just 


area.

During the summer of 1982 Bill Pond 
32, of Rapid City, South Dakota shot an 
excellent .1450 aggregate at 100 yards 
using the suddenly prominent .22 Wal- 
dog. In an effort to learn more about this 
cartridge we spoke with Bill and the 
following is the result of that coversation. 


PS — First of all Bill, how long have you 
been intereted in and involved with 
benchrest? 


BP — About ten years | guess. | started 
pretty much like everyone else — trying 
to make wooden stocked sporting rifles 
shoot with pinpoint accuracy — working 
up to a 40x BBR and eventually to the 
custom rifles; glass stocks, sleeves, 
fancy paint jobs, and all of the other 
refinements. | didn’t shoot any registered 
matches until 1978 though. 


PS — When did you get your first 
Waldog? 


BP — In the spring of 1982. | had a 
cantankerous 6 X 47 on a 40X action and 
had heard stories of the successes that 
others were having with the Waldog, so 
| sent my gun down to Dan Dowling in 
Arvada, Colorado and he performed a 
sex change operation. The results have 
been excellent. The rifle, incidentally, is a 
light varmint. 


PS — How come a Waldog and not a .22 
PPC or a .222 Remington? 


BP — | thought about both of them and 
decided against the PPC simply because 
of hearing a few people say that they 
weren't completely satisfied with it. And 
for every one of those there are probably 
ten shooters who are happy with it. It was 
alittle difficult to choose the ‘Dog over the 
.222 since the deuce has such an out- 
standing track record and a reputation for 
excellence that goes back a long way 
before my time in benchrest. | guess that 
| went for the Waldog mostly because of 
associating with shooters from the 
Denver area who were having such good 
luck with it. Also the fact that Dan, who 
is a good friend, developed the cartridge 
and shoots it very well himself had a 
strong bearing on my decision. 


PS — Could part of your decision have 
been based on the fact that the Waldog 
is something different and that you 
couldn't resist fiddling with a wildcat? 


BP — Yeah. 
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PS — Do you believe that a Waldog will 
out perform a .222? 


BP — Tough question. | have owned 
deuces that were excellent performers. | 
really think that a well set up deuce and 
a well set up Waldog will do about the 
same performance-wise, although | have 
been able to squeeze just a tad better 
performance out of this particular Waldog 
than | have been able to get out of a .222, 
but this is probably because | have so 
much confidence in the thing. There are 
so many factors involved in making any 
rifle shoot well that it’s hard to say that 
a Waldog will consistently shoot better. 


PS — How much is a tad? 
BP — A little bit. 


PS — Did you have difficulty in making 
the Waldog shoot well to begin with? 


BP — Not really. | started with 26.8 
grains of 748 as suggested by Dreadful 
Dan, fiddled with the seating depth alittle, 
and the gun shot well from the beginning. 
It seems to be a forgiving cartridge too in 
that it shoots well with just about any 
reasonable seating depth. Dan shot a 
range record .190” 200 yard group at 
Morrison, Colorado with his and found 
afterward that his seating stem had come 
loose and that he was jumping bullets 
.060. 


PS — How about making cases? 


BP — | did have a bit of trouble in the 
beginning until | learned how to form 
cases in a 22-250 die, and after that, no 
problem. (Note: See P.S. January 1983 
for case forming info.) 


PS — How about case life? 


BP — Glad you asked that: As you know, 
220 Russian cases are now about a half 
a buck each. This certainly does make 


case life a factor. Last year | shot ten 


matches with fifteen cases. Including 
sighters, etc. this comes to about 200 
rounds per match or 2000 rounds for the 
season and the cases are still in pretty 
good shape. 


PS — You mentioned that you are 
shooting 748 powder. We have heard 
that IMR 4198 is also a good one in this 
cartridge. Have you tried it? 


BP — Not to any great extent. I’ve had 
such good luck with 748 that | haven't 
been inclined to change. | know that 
others are using 4198 and it seems to 
shoot well also. | have heard though, that 
primer pockets tend to loosen sooner 
with 4198. 


PS — Have you chronographed your 
loads? 


BP — Nope. Some of the Denver lads did 
so last summer though, and were getting 
velocities in the 3350 to 3370 F.P.S. 
range | believe. And | think that this was 
done with 4198. Also the reported 
variation was only 35 to 40 F.P.S. 


PS — Thanks for your time Bill. One last 
thing — since we began this interview a 
couple of weeks ago | have talked with 
Dan Dowling and he said that the real 
reason you shoot the Waldog so well is 
because of the fact that you are able to 
look through your scope with both eyes 
open. Any comment? 


BP — Good old Dan always has 
something nice to say about everyone. 


PS — Almost forgot. Please describe the 
rifle that you have been shooting so well 
with. 


BP — A Remington 40xBR action, no 
sleeve, with a Leupold/Siebert 30X 
scope; the Hart barrel had about 600 
rounds through it at the time.

SOUTH CAROLINA STATE 


Fifty-two competitors from eight states 
and Canada braved the rain and red mud, 
but experienced some of the best down 
range conditions in several years, as they 
competed in the South Carolina State 
Championships. 

Ed Watson of Greenville claimed the 
4-Gun title by posting a .2258 4-gun 
aggregate for the 100-yard matches. He 
was second in L.V. with .2300, third in 
H.V. with .2440, second in Sporter at 
.2160, and second in the five-shot Un 
limited with .2134. Ed’s equipment was a 
McMillan stocked and barreled 6PPC 
with a XP-100 action and Lyman-Liebert 
30 power scope. The gun-smithing was 
done by Gale McMillan. It was a 10% Ib. 
Spocter and was used in all three 
Varmint-Sporter classes. In Unlimited he 
used a Hall action, Hart barrel chambered 
for the 6 PPC, and a Redfield 3200 28 
power scope. Harold Broughton was the 
gunsmith. Bill Hall did all the metal work 
for stocking, and for the mechanical 
one-piece rest. 

Ed loaded all four with 25.5 grs. 4198 
in Sako brass and Federal 205M primers, 
and Watson 62 gr. bullets. 

Jim Fedorowich and Bridgette from 
Ontario, Canada were down to shoot with 
us, and Jim made his presence known 
real early by capturing the Light Varmint 
Championship on Saturday morning as 
he posted a fine .2262 aggregate. 

Jim did his work with a McMillan barrel 
chambered for the 6PPC and fitted to a 
Stolle action, and was stocked and 
‘smited by Nanzer. His scope was a 
Leupold/Siebert 45 power. He used Sako 
brass and Federal 205 primers, and 
loaded Nanzer 68 gr. bullets over 29.4 
grs. of H-322.
